notions,. The Earle much grieved and diſcontented 
therewith, brake forth into theſe ſpeeches. Alas , what 
doe theſe Doflors meanc to trouble themſelves, or mee , in 
praying to God, to deliver me,from lightning and tempeſt, 
from, plague, peſtilence and famine, from battle and 
murther, and from ſudden death , who am now preſently to 
die and loſe my head > Or , what doth their praying , to pre- 
ferve all that travell by land or by water, all women la- 
boring with ehild, all ficke perſons and young children, 
&c. concernt either me ar my preſent condition, who am now

The Dr. Hereupon calls for a Common- 
prayer-booke, and anſw=r-being madde that there was 
none preſent; he replied,that he could not pray without 
a-Booke, Whereupon a Knight there preſent rooke him 
by the gowne, and forced htm'tco kneele done telling 
him, that my Lord was dying, and hemnſt needes ſay 
ſome prayer orother;vponthis he beginsParer nofterfor 
otker prayer could heqnone: Which the Koight hearivg, 
bads him hold his peace, for my Lord was dead”, and he 
was buta dead Divine. VWho knew not how to pray. 
Such wooddenDottors &Prelates have we now adayes, 
that know not how to pray upon any ſodaine occaſion;

them. Chrift thought his written word & precepts, 
ſufficient to governe and inſtru his Church, to the 
end of the world, without any Prelates Carons. Math. 
28.19.20, Lord Prelates thinke not ſo,but deeme iheir 
owne Canons and Injunions without his word, the 
only lawes whereby to governe and dire the Church, 
Chriſt was perſecuted, impriſoned, ſcoffed ar, crucified 
by the high Prieſts, and yet prayed for his enemies, lea- 
ving us an example, that we ſhould follow his ſteps 
Epheſ.4.32-1.Pet.2.21,23: Luke 23,24. Lord Prelates ' 
are not thus perſecuted, impriſoned, ſcoffed at, and cru-
